A Compromise Measure 
Finding Favor. 


It Will Involve Concessions 
by Each Side, 


But is Thought to Be the Only 
Alternative. 


The President is Expected to 
Stand Out. 


Senator Cameron Presents the Pennsylvania 
Resolution—A Lengthy Speech by [lor- 
gan—The Banking and Currency 

Committee Hearings.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Democratic re- 
peal Senators have practically given up 
the idea that the Sherman law can be 
repealed unconiticnally, and have, 
after numerous conferences, Cecided 
upon a ccmpromise, which they be- 
lieve wifl end the long ‘ight, and se- 
cure the passage of a bill to relieve 
the present situation by the end of 
next week. 

Senator German and cther Demo- 
cratic repeal Senators, are actively en- 
gaged in ‘arranging the terms of a 
ccmpromise, and tonight, it is believed, 
they succeeded. It involves concessions 
on both sides, the repeal of the pur- 
chase clause, the coinage of a specific 
amount, two or two and a half millions 
per month, until the total silver coin- 
age is $700,000,000, then the coinage of 
all_bullion in the treasury, and the 
sale of gold bonds to increase the gold 
reserve to an amount which Is deemed 
sufficient to insure the maintenance of 
gold and silver money at parity. 

When the proposition was submitted 
to Secretary Carlisle, last night, he 
insisted upon the latter provision to 
the agreement. The generalgundcr- 
standing tonight is that the silver Re- 
_jblican Senators agree to compromise.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


Sept. 29.—(By the 
Clated, .) SENATE.—Senator 
setition from the Pennsylvania manu- 
acturers, asking’ legislation te retain 
-he protective tariff and the integrity 
of silver as a money metal. He said 
signers represented $75,000,000 capital 
and a yearly product ‘of $150,000,000. 
The repeal bill was then taken up. 

Senator Harris of Tennesseee spoke 
against it. He declared it practically 
meant a gold standard, as thereafter 
silver would only be used as a frac- 
tional currency. He favored the coin- 
age of all American silver, but hoped 
that Sherman would join him in re- 
habilitating the Bland-Allison act and 
going back to that amount of coinage 
if not more. 

Senator Sherman said he believed the 
continued purchase of silver, either: un- 
der the Bland-Allison act, or the act 
1890, would eventually drive gold from 
circulation, and silver would be the 
only standard. Free coinage would 
have the same result, so he favored the 
abandonment of the system. 

Continuing, Senator Harris quoted 
from a speech by Senator Voorhees, last 
February, in which he said he would 
have voted to take up the Sherman 
bill some days prior to that, but for 
the fact that “its passage would un- 
doubtedly demonetize silver, and leave 
it supported by not one word of legis- 
lation.”’ 

Mr. Harris said: “I thoughtitan out- 
rage to ask men like myself and others 
to absolutely sweep from under the 
silver currency every vestige of law. 
That is not what.we meant at Chi- 
cago. When the Senator from Indiana 
(Voorhees) shall have passed the bill, as 
he probably will, he may find himself 
utterly powerless to enact any other 
law for the use of silver, or repeal ans 
other cent on the State bank circula- 
tion.” 

Senator Morgan of Alabama then ad- 
dressed the Senate. He began by dis- 
cussion of the probability of securing 
a treaty witht Great Britain on the sil- 
ver question, which he said, was very 
remote. International agreement in re- 
spect to monetary matters was impos- 
sible of execution and almost impos- 
sible in contemplating in a legal sense. 
In this cordial period, ‘it would not do 


‘to offer such hopes as a solution of the 


trouble. — 

Referrjng to the repeal bill, Senator 
Morgan said: ‘“‘Why this haste? Con- 
gress had better undertake to secure 
something within the view of constitu- 
tional power. We had better again-de- 
clare our independence of Great Britain 
and maintain it than to undertake by 
finesse, cajolery, flattery and the like 
to persuade Great Britain to allow us 
to legislate for our people in the way 
that a government ought to legislate 
for its people."’ 

Senator Allison observed iat the 
United States had four times aftempted 
to secure an interngtional agreement. 

“Yes,’’ said Senator Morgan, ‘‘and the 
Senator is now back from a recent con- 
ference, and it agreed that nothing 
could be done, After four of these dis- 
appointments, we want independence. 
We must be independent of Great Brit-. 
ain. The repealers know there is need 
of haste. They fear the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
on the case pending before that couri,

said: “No man, whatevef his powers 
may be, can exonerate me from the 
discharge of my duty to grant to the 
people all their constitutional rights, 
nor can any man crowd me into si- 
lenee when I choose to speak. This 
is the arena in which I have the honor 
to be one of the ambassadors of a sov- 
ereign State, whose sufffage chall not 
be taken away from her without her 
consent, and where I have, if I have 
anywhere in this world, the right of, 
full and free speech. The least man in 
Alabama—the poorest negro in Ala- 
bama—is entitled to constitutional 
rights at my hands as mich as: the 
President of the United States. He 
shall have them if I know how to give 
them.”’ 

In the colloquy between Senator Haw- 
ley of Connecticut and himself as to 
Cleveland, Senator Morgan said the 
President seemed to represent both 
parties. He certainly represented the 
Senator from Connecticut, who is fol- 
lowing him now. | 

“In one thing,’’ said Senator Haw- 
ley. 
“One thing and for a short while; 
temporary allies under a brief coali- 
tion, and for a particular purpose,” 
said Senator Morgan, bitterly. Mr. 
Morgan did not conclude his speech, 
and, in reply to a question. from Sen- 
ator Voorhees, he said he would not 
go on in the morning. 

After an executive session the Sen- 
ate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The debate on the Tucker 
bill repealing the Federal Election Bill, 
was resumed. Representative Lacey of 
Iowa spoke in opposition thereto. He 
said the bill was inopportune. No 
Federal election took place till 1894, yet 
at this crisis, with an extraordinary 
session of Congress to deal with finan- 
cial 
into the arena. What was the reason? 
The Democratic party was confronted 
with a greet danger, last fall, by fusion 
in some States, and by chicanery in 
others. 

The President has attempted to carry 
out the programme against silver, but 
had split his party in twain. Sud- 
denly, by decree of the party caucus, 
this bill was brought in. Why? To 
heal the breach; ‘to rally the whole 
strength of the party with the war-cry: 
“Downh with the Federal supervision of 
elections.’* Mr. Lacey laid great stress on 
the constitutionality of these laws, and 
then began to speak of the alleged elec- 
tion outrages in the South, ringing 
on a wordy exchange with Reprcsenta- 
tive Talbert of Seuth Carolina, when 
he had reached that State, Mr. Lacey 
getting the best of the encounter. | 

After Mr. Lacey concluded, Represent- 
ative McLavrin of South Carolina replied 
to the strictures on that State. He fa- 
vored local self-government. 

Representative Wilson of Washing- 
ton wanted to know if the Democratic

Tammany was an unscrupulous, un- 
principled organization, with no senti- 
ment higher than spoils. He contended 
that it was absurd to go into the con- 
stitutionality of the elections law after 
the Supreme Court rulings. 

Gen. Joe Wheeler of Virginia fol- 
lowed with a vigorous speech in sup- 
port of the measure. He graphically 
painted a picture of the tyranny that 
obtained in the South as the result of 
these laws. 

Gen. Wheeler was followed by ex- 
Senator Blair of New Hampshire. Mr. 
Blair’s throat was so affected that he 
was forced, after explaining his idea 
of the immense importance of the 
question wHich involved the falsity 
and error of the pernicious doctrine of 
States’ rights, which he supposed was 
settled by the war, to ask the indul- 
gence of the House to print his re- 
marks in the Record. 

The House at 4:15 p.m., adjourned.

VIENNA, Sept. 29.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The excitement over 
the discovery of the Anarchist plot, is 
still at fever heat. Four Anarchist 
workmen were arrested today, and 
more arrests are hourly expected. A 
large number of those known to be 
connected with Anarchistic societies 
have hastily left the city. All public 
buildings are carefully guarded by po- 
lice. These precautions will be contin- 
ved as long as Parliament is in session. 
The police are in possesson of the facts 
of the greatest interest to the police of 
several European capitals as well as of 
Chicago and New York. They decline 
to divulge the particulars, but it is 
known they have established beyond a 
doubt the connection between the Aus- 
trian plotters and the Anarchists of 
Chicago and New York.

and West Lake street. At the latter 
a woman fanatic volunteered to enter 
the Council Chamber when the City 
Council was in session and explode a 
bomb among them. She said she was 
willing to sacrifice her own life for the 
good of the cause. 

At the Claibourne-avenue meeting ar- 
rangements were being made to blow 
up the World’s Fair buildings. Super- 
intendent McClaughrey had a number 
of the leaders brought to his office and 
he told them that if any dynamite 
was thrown he would pay little atten- 
tion to the fanatical underlings, but 
would arrest every leader and agitator 
and they would take part in the big- 
gest hanging which ever occurred in 
Chicago. This plain talk had the de- 
sired effect and the reds became less 
active. 

In the information gathered then 
were letters from the Anarchists of 
Paris, which led to the discovery that 
the bombs used by Ravachol in the 
Rue Clichy (Paris) explosion, were fur- 
nished by the Chicago Anarchists. 

Maj. McClaughrey ppened communi- 
cation with the Prefect of Police of 
Paris, Superintendent of Police Byrnes 
of New York, and Scotland Yards, 
London, with the result that a com- 
pact was formed that each should keep 
the others posted as to the movements 
of the reds of their respective cities 
whenever one of them went from one 
city to the other.

Closing Scenes of the Presbytery at Santa 
Barbara.

Rev. Mr. Junkin of 
Westminster, Cal., who—being a class- 
mate of ex-President Harrison, and is, 
consequently, posted on court and 
ecclesiastical ettiquette, and knew that 
one must not turn his back upon Epis- 
copacy, monarchy or Presidency—arose 
to define his vote ‘and said that, while 
he appreved of the report in general, 
he stated distinctly that he could not 
approve of Brother Ward's position.

The Business Situation. 
Tne Economist of Chicago which is re- 
garded as a good authority on financial 


affairs, in its issue of September 16, has 


a cdémprehensive article on the busi- 
ness* situation. In this article it is 
— hat, while scarcity and low 
prices are rather unusual companions, 
they are now pretty close together in 
some of the markets. In certain lines 
of industry prduction has been cut 
down one-half, and while demand has 
no doubt been reduced, it has not fallen 
off in any such ratio. The consequence 
is an actual shortage of some articles, 
and in many instances the visible sup- 
ply of goods is so small that it cannot 
hold out long against the current com- 
petition. In ordinary times this would 


force an important rise in prices, but | 


it is not likely to have that effect now, 
ex@ept in a few instances, for the pub- 


lic has become accustomed to the idea | 


of low and declining prices. Besides it 
is well understood by everybody that 
the capacity for the production of 
goods is more than sufficient for the 
needs of the country, and that demand 
will create supply very soon. | 

On the subject of scarcity effected by 
low prices in the iron trade, the Iron 
Age says in a recent issue: 


“Branches of business in which 
stocks are periodically accumulated to 
meet heavy demands, according to the 
season, will be seriously disorganized 
by the heavy curtailment in produc- 
tior! which has been forced alike on the 
establishments with abundant capital 
and those with but slender resources. 
The shrinkage of output as comparcd 
with normal periods has been enor- 
mous. In the stove trade, for instance, 
those who have the best facilities for 
gathering information, estimate that in 
July and August about three-fourths of 
the stove-producing capacity of the 
country was inactive. The reduction in 
/)4tput was not less than 10,000 stoves 
‘@aily, making an aggregate shrink- 
age of at least 500,000 stoves in the 
‘stocks which in ordinary seasons would 
be in the makers’ and dealers’ hands at 
this time of the year.”’ 


The Economist touches upon a sub- 
ject which was recently treated in The 
Times, namely, the adverse influence 
which is exercised upon the market by 
the expectation of changes in the tariff. 
While that expectation probably had 
little effect in starting the panic, it 
naturally prevents buyers from stock- 
ing up heavily. 

As to the failure record of the late 
panic, the Economist considers that it 
has lost most of its interest of late, 
because it includes but few concerns of 
any importance, and also because those 
which occur now are regarded @s due 
to causes well understood and not in 
any way menacing business in the 
future. Banks are no longer failing in 
any part of .the country, but resump- 
tions are going on at a satisfactory 
rate. While some institutions have 
been losing money, the railroad com- 
panies running to Chicago have been 
making a good thing of it. The Illinois 
Central, for instance, shows gross re- 
ceipts from traffic in August of $1,853,- 

6085, a gain of $262,018 over the corre- 
sponding month of last year.

We who have been 
carefully trained and kept from tempta- 
tion, can never fully realize all that 
those have to contend with who have 
been brought up in a totally different 
atmosphere, and who are struggling 
upwerd, seeking to lead honest lives, 
and to reach an irreproachable man- 
hood. But few, even among good men 
and women, have the sympathy for 
this class that they should have. Sus- 
picion and a lack of faith are more 
prominent features in society than that 
of kindly’ charity. But California is 
giving the world a new object lesson 

study in the way in which she is 
dealing so successfully with her youth- 
ful offenders. She is saying to the 
world, you can make men—good, hon- 
est and self-supporting citizens out of 
the youths whose waywardness and 
folly has led you*‘to look upon as 
hopelessly drifting toward a criminal 
manhood. - Philanthropy is solving the 
problem ‘which the world has for a 
fong period considered so difficult of 
solution, how shall we best save those 
whose early years are marked by de- 
pravity and wrong tendencies, and 
make them useful members of society? 

In the State school at Whittier the 


answer is being found to this ques- 
tion. It is, not by dealing with them 
as criminals, but by placing them upon 
their honor, treating them with kind- 
ness and confidence, and then last, but 
_by no means giving them an opportu- 
nity of learning honest tradea. 

| When a man is capable of earning 
an honest and comfortable livelihood; 
) when he has a trade which he follows, 
‘not because he was forced to adopt it, 
| but because it was the one which his 
preferences and tastes led him to 
chose in his boyhood, he is not in- 
| clined to. forsake it for the uncertain- 
‘ties and dangers of criminal life. 
Studying the results reached in this 
institution we are more than ever con- 
'vinced of the value of kindness and a 
| thorough course of manual training as 
instruments of reform. 

| A practical education is one of the 
strongest safeguads that can be given 
the youth of America. If but the one 
can be afforded choose that in prefer- 
ence to a college education. A _ pro- 
found knowledge of Latin and Greek 
, and the higher branches of science and 
learning is not as desirable for the 
masses as that more practical knowl- 
edge which will enable the youth to 
become self-supporting and self-reliant. 
The boy who learns a trade need not 
be an ignorant boy outside his calling. 
_ Books are plenty and cheap. The facil- 
| ities for home education are worthy of 
the age in which we live. The lover 
| of books, even if not college bred, may 
have the college student’s broad out- 
look upon the world, and he will be 
twice as likely to win that outlook if 
his mind is at ease in regard to his 
| capabilities of self-support,.as he would 
| be if he had no knowledge of a trade 
|which would enable him to be self-sus- 
| taining. 


Work is a blessing. We do not ook 
| for our youthful criminals among those 
| who are busy at the workshop, or at 
‘the forge, or upon the farm, but among 
congregated idleness and ignorance. 
Civilization will never outgrow the 
truth of that familiar couplet: 

“Satan finds some mischief still 
For idle hands to do.” 


Crime and outlawry are not nurtured 
in the fields of industry. Boys are not 
plotting evil when their hands are busy 
with work that pleases them, and an 
institution that affords the child an 
opportunity to acquire a_ thorough 
knowledge of the calling that is of his 
own choosing is pursuing the most 
hopeful means of making of him a 
good and useful citizen. 

When*the time comes, as we hope it 
will speedily, when a thorough course 
of manual training shall be a feature 
of all our public schools, as well as of 
special institutions for the wards of 
the State, there will be fewer subjects 
for our reformatories, less stress of 
poverty and idleness in the community 
at large, and greater hope for the 
masses. Anarchy and socialism will 
find fewer disciples, for their followers 
do not belong generally to the ranks 
of honest and intelligent labor.

A Diabolical Pilot. 

The details which have come to hand 
regarding the intentions of the Anar- 
chists who were. arrested in Vienna, 
show how utterly unreasonable are the 
criminal plans of these dangerous and 
despicable people. Their intention was 
to place dynamite in the underground 
portion of the legislative building and 
blow it up on October 10, when the 
Legislature met. Had the plot suc- 
ceeded some six hundred people would 
have been hurled into eternity, includ- 
ing the princes of the imperial family, 
hereditary nobles and dignitaries of the 
church. The Anarchists also had pians 
laid to blow up at the same time the 
Town Hall, with over a thpusand per- 
sons employed therein, besides a num- 
ber of important buildings on Ring- 
strasse, one of the finest streets in Eu- 
rope. The university, the famous his- 
torical museum building and the Hof- 
burg Théater were also included in the 


conspiracy. 


If these men confined their opera- 
tions to persons against whom they 
have a‘grievance, there would at least 
be some method in their madness, but 
as it is they evidently do not hesitate 
to sacrifice the lives of human beings 
against whom they have nothing, in or- 
der to wreck their vengeance upon 
those whom they hate. Such creatures 
are more dangerous than the most fero- 
cious wild beast, which slay their 
victims to satisfy the pangs of hunger. 
They are the avowed enemies of so- 
ciety, and society should recognize this 
fact by disposing of them without de- 
lay or compunction whenever they 
raise their heads. 


Irrigate the Arid Lands. 

The Times is pleased to see that 
some of its contemporaries are taking up 
and discussing fayorably the proposi- 
tion which has been advocated in these 
columns for the government to under- 
take the irrigation of the great arid 
lands which it owns, thus furnishing 
employment to tens of thousands of 
men, and homes for millions of fami- 
lies. This subjcct should be urged and 
not .allowed to drop from sight until 
some definite action shall have been 
taken. It is difficult to conceive of any 
more satisfactory solution of the labor 
question than this would be. If such 
work were undertaken, every idle man 
in the United States could be sure of 
board and lodging, and nominal wages 
until. such time as he was able to find 
regular work elsewhere. The project 
might be carried out in an elastic man- 
ner. so that when times are hard and 
many men are out of employment, it 
could be pushed ahead rapidly, while 
at other times a smaller force could 
be employed. In this manner the work 
it 
would not enter into competition with 
the regular labor market, because men 
would not continue to work at this job 
whenever there was regular work to be 
had elsewhere. It would also have the 
effect of weeding out those suré enough 
tramps who pretend to be seeking work, 
but do not wish to find it, thus bring- 
ing discredit on the honest unemployed. 

If Congress would ‘devote a few days 


to the discussion of this question, it | 


would accomplish mere than it seems 
likely to do during the present session. 
It is urged by some that the Federal 
government has no right to undertake 
such work. This is a mere quibble, and 
is unworthy of serious discussion at the 
present critical time. If Congress can | 
appropriate money for the purpose of 


Amproving rivers and harbors, it cer- 


tainly has a right to make habitable 
and productive the arid land which the 
government owns. 

It will be necessary for the people 
to keep a careful watch on the opera-

Uncle Sam must retain posses- 
sion of the arid lands, which are all 
that remain of his once extensive 
birthright that has disappeared so rap- 
idly within the past few years.

Henry Clews & Co., in their latest 
circular, state that the delay in voting 
on the repeal bill had brought busi- 
ness almost to a_ standstill, and the 
large traders showed no disposition to 
come to the relief of the market until.

“As an evidence of the improvement 
in the financial situation the New York 
banks have recently retired $8,000,000 of 
their clearing-house* certificates, leav- 
ing the amount now outstanding $30,- 
000,000, "Out of the $38,000,000 originally 
issued, it is creditable to Wall street 
that dvring the crisis less than 20 per 
cent. of the sum was required to carry 
Wall street interests through, thus 
showing the solidity of the financia) 
firms connected with the great financfal 
center of this country. The remarka- 
bly sound position demunstrated 
through the trying ordeal of such a 
long panic period haturally had a most 
telling effect in sustaining the entire 
nation from more general and wide- 
spread disaster than was produced by 
the most severe contraction vf credits 
that this country has ever experienced, 
every section of it virtually being 
compelled to go into a credit liquida- 
tion. The test which the pani¢ has fur- 
nished of the soundness of business af- 
fairs almost everywhere makes the 
foundation a solid one now to bu 
up on, and it should, therefore, bring 
about a more rapid recuperation than 
after any previous panic. The finan- 
cial disturbance of 1873 was produced 
by an excess of railroad construction. 
The new roads and the bankers con- 
nected therewith as sponsors mostly 
all came to grief. The panic of 1884 
was caused by the collapse of several 
New York banks and unsound finan- 
ciering by numerous firms, whereas the 
panic of 1893 found the business situ- 
ation of the country on a remarkably 
conservative basis.”’

Messrs. Shaffer and Pierce 
_ in the City. © 


Looking After the Interests of 
Their Purchase. 


Conference With Members of the 
City Council. 


A Préposition Believed to Be Under Consid- 
eration by Which the City May 
Acquire the Entire 

Plant. 


Hon. R. B. I. Pierce of Indianapolis 
and C. C. Shafer of Chicago, who, some 
months ago, entered into a deal for 
the purchase of the City Water Com- 
pany, arrived in the city on Tuesday 
last, and have since been quietly at 
work investigating the condition of the 
property and acquainting themselves 
with the details of the corporation, for 
whose rights and franchises’ they 
agreed,.it is said, to pay $2,500,000, and 
on which a cash payment of $50,000 
has ‘been made. 

It will be remembered that shortiy 
after the water measure carried 
Messrs. Pierce and Shaffer visited Los 
Angeles on a tour of inspection. While 
here they negotiated a purchase, or at 
least an option, on the plant and prop- 
erty of the City Water Company. This 
purchase was evidently made in good 
faith, for they paid $50,000 on it, and 
then they went East io raise the bal- 
ance of the purchase money. It was 
given out that the price they had un- 


dertaken to pay was $2,500,000, though | 


it has been said that a less sum was 
really agreed upon. 

Shortly after Messrs. Pierce and 
Shaffer went East there appeared in 
the city William Henry White, a well- 
known engineer, who stated that 
Messrs. Pierce and Shaffer had ap- 
plied to the Seligmans, the New York 
bankers, for a sum of money sufficient 
to carry out their agreement with the 
City Water Company. Mr. White was 
here as a representative of the Selig- 
mans to examine into the property 
and to report as to whether or not, inf 
his judgment, the loan asked for should 
be made upon the property. When 
asked whether or not the fact that 
the city had already carried bonds for

justify, in his opinion, the loan. 

Mr. White returned to New York, 
and nothing more has been heard pub- 
licly of Messrs. Pierce and Shaffer 
since. It-is not known whether Engi- 
neer White reported favorably or unfa- 
vorably on loaning the money, but 
certain it is that the money has not 
been paid the City Water Company, 
and the deal stands just where it was 
left off. 

Meanwhile the water company has 
not been idle. It has acquired the prop-. 
erty of the Ctizens’ Water Comp2ny, 
has put in an immense pump, and to- 


ward Buena Vista street has laid about | 


five hundred tons of new pipe on the 
hills, developed farther its, bleeding 
pipe system.on its water grounds, and 
has given the hills a first-class supply 
of pure -water;--just- the «ame as—_it 
served to the lower parts of the city. 
All now that fs further needéd 4n refer- 
ence to this part of the system is;a new 
reservoir or the enlargement of the old 
one, which can be done with small ex- 
pense. : | 
Just why all this work was done by 
the old company, when it was under- 
stood that the sale of the property had 
vortually been consummated, beyond 
any question, was not apparent, but 
it was explained that these improve- 
ments had been providede for by the 


new owners in the contract, and that it 


was a merc bagatelle compared to what 
would be done when Messrs. Shaffer 
and Pierce assumed the active manage- 


ment. Consequently the arrival of 
these gentlemen has’ been anxiously 
awaited. 


HITCH IN THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

As stated above, Messrs. Shaffer and 
Pierce arrived Tuesday, and, it is pre- 
sumed, have since been trying to get 
matters in shape for the formal trans- 
fer. Just how far they have progressed 
is nat known, but last evening it was 
stated that there had been a hitch in 
the proceedings. A conference was 
held at the office of the water company 
yesterday afternoon between Messrs. 
Shaffer and Pierce and Councilmen 
Tnnes. Nickell, Campbell and Munson. 
when it is believed a proposition was 
submitted by which the city could ac- 
quire the water works. As _§ stated, 
Messrs. Shaffer and Pierce made one 
cash payment of $50,000 at the time the 
deal was consummated. A second pay- 
ment of $200,000 is due Saturday. Ow- 
ing to the stringency of the money mar- 
ket, it is believed that Messrs. Shaffer 
and Pierce are? not in a positif to 
turn over that amount of spot cash at 
this time, and that is the point on 
which the controversy hinged. The 
members of the Council seemed dis- 
posed to, believe that if this was not 
done, the deal might be declared off. 
On the other hand, Messrs. Shaffer and 
Pierce were of the opinion that, under 
the contract, if they so desired, they 
need not make the second payment vn- 
til May next, or one year from the date 
of the first payment. The whole que¢s- 
tion was talked over among the gentle- 
men present for some time, and the 
best of feeling prevailed. It is prob- 
able that a statement of the «ase will 
be made in the Council at Monday’s 
meeting, when Messrs. Shaffer and 
Pierce, or their legal advisor, will pre- 
sent their side of the proposition, if the 
details can be worked out by that time.

Siam and Africa. . 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 28.—(To the Edi. 
tor of The Times.) In your interesting 
item in this morning's issue of The Times, 
under the head of ‘*Tne Missionary Spirit,” 
in which is given the brave work of the 
ladies of Immanuel Presbyterian (Dr. 
Chichester’s) Church, who “have assumed 
the support of three freedmen at the 
South, etc.,’’ itis stated that ‘the work of 
this church touches every heathen country 
upon the globe except Africa and Siam, 
and does not forget those at home.” I 
merely wish to say that some might think 
that Presbyterians in general, and those 
of the Immanuel Church in particular, 
have nolaborers and take no interest in 
the people of Siam and Africa. But the 
inference would be erroncous, for the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions es- 
tablished a mission in Siam in 1840, fifty- 
three years ago, and ia Africa just fifty-one 
years ago, and a portion of the general 
collection at Immanuel Church goes to 
Siam and Africa. These missions are 
among the most interesting on the list of 
the Presbyterian board. The missions to 
the people of Laos come under tke head 
of ‘“Siam,’’ but the people are apparently 
ot a different nation. The inhabitants of 
the old kingdom of Laos are divided among 
three nations—Burmah (now British,) Siam 
and Annam (now French.) The Laos peo. 
ple are larger andin many other Ways are 
physically and mentally superior to the 
Burmese, the Siamese and the Tonquinese 
(Annamese.) There are nine American 
missionaries and three native in the Siam. 
ese portionof Laos, and the result has 
been most encouraging. In twenty-five 
vears eightchurches have been gathered 
with a total of about one thousand four 
hundred communicants, 299 of whom were 
added last year. The schools are also well 
attended.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Some Interesting Statistics About 
Sugar Beets. 


The World-beating Qualities of the Product— 
Escape of a Lunatic—Safe Robbery 
at Buena Park—Notes and 
Personals. 


Orange county is making a great 
reputation as a beet-producifig county. 
The sugar beets this year have been 
richer in saccharine matter than any 
other beets raised in the State. Such 
results are remarkable when it is con-: 
sidered that much of the land upon 
which the beets are grown was con- 
sidered ‘‘green land,’’ and not best for 
the production of the succulent pro- 
duct. 

At the present time the people of 
Orange, and of other counties in South- 
crn California, are more or less inter- 
ested in the cultivation of the sugar 
beet and the establishment of beet-su- 
gar factories throughout the southern 
portion of the State. The following 
paragraphs, therefore, from the Ana- 
heim Gazette will be interesting read- 
ing: “E. A. Sparks’s sugar beets 
brought into the warehouse tast Sat- 
urday, go a trifle over the world- 
beating qualities of Mr. Loomis’s prod- 
uct. Mr. Sparks’si beets polarized 24.5 
per cent. of saccharine, and the co- 
éfficient of purity was 95 per cent. He 
hauled in two loads, weighing 12,515 
pounds, and the checks received for 
them calls for $43.20. Twenty dollars 
a load fer beets is not bad. Mr. Loomis’s 
beets polarized 23.9. So it will be seen 
that Mr. Sparks’s beets are entitled to 
the medal. 

“J. W. McKenney of Buena Park is 
one of the well-satisfied beet-raisers 
out his way, and will put in beets 
again next year. Where he made $100 
this year in coin, he says, he ac- 
quired $200 worth of experience, and 
fully expects the return for his -crop 
next season to be the equal of that of 
any beet-raiser in the valley. 

“Gov. Whitaker was in from Buena 
Park on Monday. He is enthusiastic 
over the beet outlook, the Park having 
shipped 900 tons to Chino, and thinks 
that in the eoming time we. shall 
have a string of refineries stretching 
from Buena Park down to the peat 
lands. 

“The beet warehouse at the Southern 
Pacific depot was a quiet place during 
Saturday and Monday, no beets being 
received, as Mr. Gird had written, ask- 
ing as a apecial favor that none be 
shipped for two days, on account of 
the bins at the Chino factory , being 
filled to overflowing. Shipments  be- 
gan on Wednesday, and 120 tons are 
going out every day again now. At 
first it was thought that the farmers 
here could not deliver beets enough to 
send out ten carloads a day, but they 
have demonstrated their ability to load 


put in double that number per day if 
pecessary. Shipments from Buena 
Park have ceased for the season, 1,805,- 
143 pounds of beets having been shipped 
to Chino. There are yet in the neigh- 
borhood of twenty-five hundred tons 
to be shipped from this. point. 

Shipments of beets continue, the out- 
going tonnage during the week being 
as follows: 

September. 20—Byena Park, three 
cars, 64,070 pounds. ' 

» September 21—Anaheim, ten cars, 218,- 
005 pounds; Buena. Park, two Cars, 
37,045 pounds. 

September 22—Anaheim, twelve cars, 
25,365 pounds. 

September 23—Anaheim, eleven cars, 
231,950 pounds. 

September 27—Anaheim, thirteen cars, 
265.945 pounds. 

Buena Park finished on the 2ist, hav- 
ing shipped in all eighty-six cars, 
1,805,109 pounds. 

There are still about twenty-five 
hundred tons to ship from here, which, 
at the rate of 125 to 130 tons a day, will 
keep us busy till about the 10th or 15th 
of October. 

The farmers need not feel uneasy 
about their beets not going to Chino, 
as they will be taken to the very last 
ton. 

I. N. Devaul,, also of Garden Grove, 
brought a beet up yesterday weighing 
thirty-three pounds. 

W.°'H. McGary of Garden Grove has 
just finished his six acres sown the 
27th of March, and they have averaged 
thirty tons to the acre and about 15 per 
cent. sugar.

Movement for the Reduction of 
Official Salaries. 


The Subject to Be Discussed at the Meeting 
of the Supervisors Today—General 
News Notes and Personal 
Mention. 


The meeting of the county super- 
visors today promises to be a most. in- 
teresting one. Among other important 
matters to be discussed and decided, if 
possible, is_that of salaries of the 
county officers. The chairman of the 
board has seen the heads of depart- 
ments to address communications to 
the board recommending that the sala- 
ries of their respective deputies be de- 
creased, the amount varying from 10 
per cent. for the smaller salaries, to 15 
per cent, for the larger. To this re- 
quest the heads of departments ac- 
ceded. save the Democratic ones. These 
refused to recommend a cut for their 
deputies. The salaries of the Sheriff, 
Register, County Clerk and clerk of 
the board, are fixed by law, and the 
supervisors cannot reduce them with- 
out their consent. But it is believed 
now that the supervisors will propose 
to the .heads of departments to make 
a general cut all through, of from 10 to 
15 per cent., and ask all to agreé to it, 
and that in consideration of this, the 
Supervisors will reduce their per diem 
allowance from $8 to $7. The proposi- 
tion is a fair one, if it is executed in 
spirit as well as letter. The reduction 
in the instance of the other offices 
would be a straight cut of the per cent 
hamed. while in the instance of the 
board, it might be a cut in name 
only, if the board should so choose to 
make it. for the reduction in per diem 
could easily be overcome by an increase 
in the number of meetings per month. 
But it is not presumed that the super- 
visors have in mind to, or that they 
will take advantage of this opportunity 
to keep up their salaries; while those of 
the other officers are cut. Besides the 
salary question, other very important 
business will come up for consideration.
